A The Times will tomorrow (Monday) 
issue, a special sheet for the information of 
new readers, at home and abroad, reviewing 
its long and successful battle against the “open 
shop.” .

HE POLITICAL CLOUDS. 
Some of the busiest—and it Must be said, the 
ablest—of all the busy people at this time are the 


political liars in Washington and New York. The | 


reavowal of his anti-third-term determination by 
the President has steamed up al! these fellows, and 
the clouds of their brain-fog float all over the land. 

There are rumors of changes in the Cabinet, of 
bitter denunciations of his chief by Secretary Cortel- 
you, of allenation between the President. and several 
members of his Cabinet, of conspiracies by the “re- 
actionaries,” of resentment of the third-term boom- 
ers and of storms and upheavals all along the At- 
lantic Coast.

The value of a campaign or movement must be 
judged from al! its effects, not from one result. 
There may be a great gain in one direction but a 
great loss in another, Looking at these religious 
campaigns as one trained to closely observe, for 
many years, the writer has noted that the sensa- 
tional exploitation of human personality in them— 
the “look at me and see what I have done” idea— 
while appealing to many, aliemates and disturbs 
others whom it were desirable to win. This is par- 
ticularly true if there ts a suspicion (no matter how 
unreasonable) of motives mercenary. 

In all probability the earnest and humble gospel- 
teachers of Los Angeles, with al! their talents con- 
secrated to the work, with no self-seeking and no 
extraordinary assumptions, will accomplish greater 
net results, and these more permanent, in the way 
they have now elected than would have come from 
the original plans.

IMPORTANCE OF TOOLS. 


They Have a Wonderful Influence as 
an Aid to Secure a 
Situation. 

“What tools doyyou have?” is one of 
the first questions asked today of the 
mcchinist who makes application for 
work in a manufactory. There is some- 
thing more than the possession of tools 
themseives in the question. The fore- 
man or superintendent who asks . it 
reads in the answer whether the man 
applying for place has the requisite 
character and sobriety to go with com- 
petent workmanship. 

Not to have tools of his specialty in 
the shop is taken at once as an indica- 
tion of shiftiessnese. If anything in 
the appearance of the man indicates 
that he is addicted to liquor in ‘excess 
the foreman decides that the absence 
of tools indicates that somewhere they 
are in pawn and that the applicant 
left his last place because of a pro- 
longed spree. 

For the margin between having and 
not having a working set of tools under 
modern conditions is sufficient to ac- 
count for a considerable period in- 
ebgiety and loafing. A set of todls to 
equip the average machinist représents 
an investment anywhere from to 
$100. e possible $30 to $80 which\ can 
be realized upon such an equipwent 
will last the average workman several 
weeks in the free lunch districts that 
are given over to carousals of the 
workingman. 

That clear eyed man who appears at 
the employment window of the mod- 
ern manufactory, having tools that rep- 
resent the investment of $50 to $1@0 in 
this way, is bringing a materia! letter 
of recommendation which may be re- 

rded as having his own signature 
ndelibly at the bottom of it. Where 
@ vacany exists in his specialty the 
possession of these tools of themselves 
is sufficient to guarantee a trial of the 
man.

Then the work upon the paint bridge 
commenced—a work which in size has 
not heen equaled in this city. The 
nineteen back drops for “The Sign of 
the Cross,” if placed end to end, would 
have stretched almost four city blocks, 
averaging in height twenty-five feet. 
There are inside wings, set pieces and 
the itke, which brings up the canvas- 
and-paint total to a Wery much higher 
figure. 
All these things were roughly 
sketched out. and from them the fin- 
ished productions were made. But at 
the same time the stage carpenter was 
busy with his individual set of plans 
and «pecifications.

Costumery now occupied another 
large share of attention. A costume 
plot was made from the script, and 
was taken in general charge by Mr.

“Props,” as he is called in 
every theater in the land, got his own 
plot. He is the mysterious man of the 
theater, and where he obtains his stuff 
is frequently a great wonder. A good 
“props” thinks it a shame to spend 
money, and he begs or borrows, and-it 


missible as a last resort. 

In this case the task was especially 
difficult, for the furnishing of an abun- 
dant supply of Roman utensils of all 
sorts is a hard job. He scurried about

Henry Arthur Jones's play, ‘The Evan- 
gelist’—originally termed ‘The Gali- 
leans’—failed to arouse more than 
casual interest after the first metro- 
politan performance and wag hastily 
withdrawn and sent to the storage 
lace. Charles Klein, after writing the 
two notable successes of the past five 
years, “The Music Master,’ ang “The 
Lion and the Mouse,’ turned out ‘The 
Step Sister’—a ttering failure, if 
there ever was e. George Ade’s 
‘Artie, written last year in Pasadena, 
was laughed off the stage in a fort- 
night, and even that brilliant Ameri- 
can writer, Augustus Thomas, failed to 
turn out anything better than a very 
mediocre melodrama in ‘The Rangers,’ 
which Charies Frohman ordered for 
Dustin Farnum’s starring tour.

MacDonald retained constiousness 
about two hours after the accident and 
for the next twelve hours showed signs 
of improvement. Late yesterday, how- 
ever. he had a relapse and fell into a 
comatose condition from which he did 
not rally, although the attending phys!- 
clans made desperate efforts to save 
his life. 

A careful examination showed that 
he had sustained concussion of the 
brain and in view of his low vitality at 


| the time of the accident, caused by his 


exertions in riding, his death came 
quicker than the physicians expected.

The second observation made is that in the outside 
world there are the living and the dead. All things are 
in one of these two conditions. Life is the grandest, 
highest fact in the universe. All else were worse than 
naught without the living.

It gives a meaning, and all its uses and beauty, to mat- 
ter. With the exception of a few crystalline forms, al- 
most all of which are mineral, all lifeless things are 
formless, unbeautiful, and in the highest sense of the 
word useless. The dead is a mere chastic aggregation 
of matter, which man can only use as tools, or as the 
means of obtaining other ends. The granite ribs of the 
earth, the broad expanse and unfathomed depths of the 
all-embracing ocean, the crust of clay upon the surface, 
are al] dead matter. 

Not that matter is inert. In and combined with these 
dead masses we observe a something that, though in 
them, is not of them. This something we call force. 
All theories, the very axioms oi ail true sclence, teach us 
to distinguish between matter and dorce. Matter of it 
self is inert and passive. 
rest forever unless force is applied from without. 
set in motion, it moves forever and straight in the line. 


Force is found acting upon matter under two distinct 
aspects, under the one plainly acting on the matter, pro- 
pelling, carrying, controlling the mass, yet in nothing 
changing its organic form. This application of force 
in nature is as plainly a mechanical application as any- 
thing we know in the way of artificial machines. The 
force which moves the worlds seems to be inherent in 
them. We answer there is no break in the likeness: the 
analogy is perfect. To simplify the matter let us de- 
scend to first principles. The ship and the mil! may be 
left out of the question, for the engine is only a machine 
by which force is applied to another machine. The 
power which the engine uses comes from the water.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
z PROGRESS AND SACRIFICE. 


HERE is no progress without sacrifice.” 
this a truism? At any rate it is a “common” 
truth by no means commonly accepted as a ba- 
sis for practice. Hence the futility of so many of our 
pitiful attempts at progress; because when ranging our- 
selves in iine with the forward movement of any cause, 
we are not at the same time agreed to pay the price of 
advancement in individual! effort, in personal sacrifice! 


As against the millions who are ready to “take up” 
something, in the sense ot the pursuit of self-interest, 
there are but units, tens, willing tc ‘give up” anything 
‘or sake Oi progress of the movement in which their 
interest is enlisted. 

“Let us proceed,” is well said. by an individual, an 
organization, or a nation. But suppose the process Is 
beset by difficulties; suppose there are huge obstacles 
to overcome; and that Ahere are heavy assessments, on 
every st -p taken in advance. Are those who are not re- 
luctant about shouting “Move on!” just as prompt ino 
putting their own shoulder to the wheel? It is one 
thing to raise a hue and cry because the Car of Prog- 
enough; it is quite another 


Again there are those who have no hesitation in 
beating a poor animal that ts laboriously struggling up- 
hill, and however impatient they may be to reach the 
top, they are but little troubled by the magnanimous 
impulse to sacrifice their personal comfort either to fa- 
cilittve progress, or to lighten the load of the over- 
workec beast. 

Or, let us put the same idea in still another form. Let 
us assume a goodly company starting out together bent 
on arriving at the same destination. They have gone 
but a very short distance, when lo! they perceive a slight 
turning in the road, and unexpectedly, a tollgate ap- 
pears before them where they are asked to pay the tax 
i: they would be permitted to pass on. The advance 
guard cheerfully contribute their portion tc the fund by 
which to discharge the public debt.

This is as necessary to the engine as gravitation to mat- 
ter. Nor is it proved that gravitation is any more an 
inherent element of matter than that water is o. the 
engine.

If it be insisted that gravitation cannot be subtracted 
from matter, we ask, why? Because gravitation is an 
inherent quality of matter? The verdict of the Scotch 
courts is the most that can be claimed. We insist that 
it is “not proven.” We can take the wate: from the en- 
gine, but we cannot get the gravitation away from mat- 
ter; but is this dor any other reason than that the en- 
gine is a human machine whose laws and nature we 
comprehend, while the universe is a superhuman ma- 
chine, whose laws and nature we imperfectly under- | 
stand? The skillful engineer could lock the water in 
the boiler, and without the aid of his tools and the 
knowledge of their use, the child, or the savage, could 
never separate the power from the vessel. 


Go a step farther and the analogy is more complete. 
The water is only matter, a vessel to hold the power. 
The power comes really from the fire. It is what we 
call the expansive power of heat. Now, though we can 
take the water from the boiler, we cannot subtract th: 
expanding power from the fire. Here science reaches 
again her ultimate goal. Just as in the case o1 gvavi* 
tation she is forced to use a word whose nature she 
cannot learn, a word which stands for unfathomeda mys 
tery. Science has found the law, and the law acu wir> 
unvarying certainty and exactness.

under the influence of heat. The power to produce this 
effect we call the expansive power of heat: and this is 
one of the great and ali-pervading forces of the uni- 
verse. But here the march of intellect is brouch 
abruptly to a halt. Here the search of science ends. | 
She finds herself before fast-locked gates. A wall lik 
adamant stays her further progress. By weary labor, 
through anxious years, with sweating brow and inten: 
mind, her aching heart looking through Jonging, hun | 
ery eyes, science has interrogated, analyzed probed the 
seen, the things of sense. She has put mutter under 
her crushing hammers. She has made it glow in her 
crucibles. She has burned it before her blowpipes. She 
has taken its most minute particles in her forceps, and 
put it under her powerful lenses. She has delved in 
the rocky foundations of the mountains, and dived into 
the crystal palaces beneath the depths of ocean. She 
has turned her glasses on the skies and peered into 
stars and nebulae on the remotest bounds of space. Un- 


ate dollowers stop to harangue and grumble, losing val- 
uable time in useless altercation and finally, without 
any possible chance to compromise, they sulkily deposit 
their coin and hasten forward with the heated convic- 
tion that any demand interfering with their freedom to 
come and go and do as they pleased was an infringe- 
ment on their particular rights, and should be,summa- 
rily waived whenever touching their profit or conven- 
lence. 

Still others, who believed themselves on the path of 
Cheap-and-Easy Way, when suddenly reminded that 
there was a price in question, stoutly ‘erused its pay- 
ment, and, rather than pay tor the orivilege of pass- 
ing on, bea: a cowardly retreat. While those in the 
extreme rear, *fho had ceres on the disputants ahead of 
them watched thelr opportunity, then, when the storm 
of controversy was af is height, they slipped through 
the gate unnoticed, chuckling with glee over their 
“clever” escape, without a single pang of conscience, 
or penny out of pocket. 

ld the progress of civilization at best is slow, the rea- 
son therefor lies in the fact that but a small minority 
wis. bow In consecrated service, voluntarily bearing the 
burdens attendant upon the stupendous task ot carry- 
ing the interest and development of the race upward 
anc onward. Look where you will in the history of 
pence and of war: In the annals of reformation and sal- 
vation; in the progress of science, art, equity and in- 
dustry; every period is accentuated by the moral, in- 
tellectual, spiritual, or practically efficient one or the 
ew, who with titanic powers of \iberating to the high- 
est use, their unsparing personal energy, and who by 
prophetically illuminatec insight ana oresight, have 
hewn out nev avenues «’ progress into which to direct 
the tardily moving mass » mankind. 

Hence, if we fine a deplorable lack of results as com- 
pared with the working basis on which religious, phil- 
anthropic, cultural ana reform institutions are organ- 
ized, the deficiency may generally be ascribed to a lack 
of vitalized interest in those who would and who should 
be factors in their progress. The end attained falls so 
far shori o° the ideah whis nspired the inauguration of 
the movement, because of the disinclination on part of 
the adherents of «+ given «use, or the refusal of the ad- 
vocates of the principles embodied in the institution, to 
make the required sacrifice cor the common good.

Thisis the 
case for about 150 miles above Atbara. 

The great floods begin in July and last until October. | 
Then the waters are about thirty feet deep and they roll 
down in a great river from a quarter to a half a mile 
wide. They are of a reddish color and are loaded with 
the volcanic dust of which the Abyssinian highlands are | 
made. When the floods come they bring down masses 
of driftwood, upon which are sometimes to be seen the 
dead bodies of elephants and buffaloes. The waters 
come with great force, and the Atbara Bridge, over 
which the railroad crosses the river, has to be strong to 
withstand them.

There are now more than 4000 tele- 
graph-working wires in the Soudan; last year more than 
230,000 private telegrams were sent over them. There 
is one line which goes to Tewfikieh at the junction of 
the Sobat with the White Nile; and there are wires going 
some distance up the Blue Nile. Above Tewfikieh there 
is @ great swamp through which telegrams are carried 
weekly on small oil launches to another telegraphic sta- 
tion farther south. Moreover, I understand that South 
Africa has run its telegraph lines almost to Lake Tan- 
ganyika, and that it will be only a short time before 
those lines will be connected with the Uganda system. 
Khartoum has telephones and there are also telephonic 
connections between that city and Omdurman. 

The railway terminus on the Red Sea is known as 
Port Soudan. The original intention was to end the road 
at Suakin, but the British surveyors found a much bet- 
ter port a little farther north and located the terminus 
of the railway there. This is Port Soudan. It lies about 
half way down the west coast of the Red Sea and 
just opposite Jeddah, about five hundred miles 
south of Suez. The harbor there is the mouth of 


water is 200 feet deep in places, and there is deep water 
close to the shore. Just outside is a coral reef, which 
protects the harbor. The British are now dredging the 
edge of the harbor, and they will have it so that the 
biggest ocean steamers can come right up to the quays. 
They are building a quay wall of granite blocks nearly a 
mile long, with electric traction cranes running upon it. 
The railroad tracks will come out upon the wall and the 
freight will be loaded and unloaded by the cranes inte 
the ships and the cars. The harbor will be lighted by 
electricity, and the best of coaling arrangements sup- 
plied. The government has already planned an expen- 
diture of $4,000,000, and most of the improvements are 
well under way. | 


A city on a grand scale has been surveyed about the 
harbor, a park is being planned, and the streets are 
pegged out. The post and telegraph buildings are now 
going up, schoolhouses and government offices are being 
erected and a dockyard is building. The government 
owns all the land about the port, and I see that lots are 
advertised for lease and sale. So far but few private 
buildings have been constructed. but the ships are al- 
ready landing freight for the Soudan. Six or seven lines 
of steamers now make regular callings there. and the 
prospect is that Port Soudan will be the chief port of 
the Red Sea and the principal place of import and ex-

THE REMITTANCE MAN.

T HROUGHOUT the West, from Cape Nome to San 


Diego, stretch long ranks of pioneers, building 
great cities, turning arid deserts into fertile plains, 
harnessing mighty rivers to do man’s bidding, clearing 
away primeval dorests. laying the foundation of an em- 
pire in lands where solitude has reigned supreme. But 
one figure stands aloof from the stern-faced, hurrying

Here on the skirmish line of civilization, with the roar 
of battle ringing in his ears, with men on every side of 
him rushing eagerly into the fray, some to emerge vic- 
torious, some to fall fighting gallantly against odds, he 
remains an only-slightly-interested onlooker. 


“Why all this fuss and fury?” he seems to ask. “Why 


For the Remittance Man belongs to a distinct species 
He has no part or lot with the rest 
of mankind. He cannot enter into their joys and sor- 
rows. He knows neither the hopeful imaginings of 
youth, nor the placid recollections of age. His shoul- 
ders appear to be bowed down with the accumulated bur- 
den of centuries, and he wears ever an expression of 
fatigue, as who should say, “I have seen the world. 
There is nothing in it of any interest to me, but I sup- 
pose I must endure to dwell in it.” By this resigned 
and weary air he can always be recognized by the initi- 
ated. 

At times the Remittance Man has been known to 
work. Those who have studied him only superficially 
will perhaps receive this statement with incredulity, but 
it is nevertheless a fact. I myself have witnessed it. I 
remember one of the species who was rear flagman on a 
survey party not a thousand miles from San Jacinto. 
He was a never-failing source of joy and interest to us 
for three months. At the end of that time he received 
some money from home, and invested most of it in 
whisky. This led to a severance of his connection with 
our party; but while he laSted we fully appreciated him. 
He was of a dreamy and reflective disposition. Some- 
times he would fall asleep at his post, and a man would 
have to be sent back half a mile to beg him to resume 
his duties—a request which he always received in such 
an amiable manner that it was impossible to become 
angry with him. 

I lost sight of him for awhile after his alcoholic lapse, 
but two years later I saw him in Los Angeles, and he

I enjoined him straitly never to come back again. A 
man of his peculiar temperament, I told him. was not 
properly appreciated out here. He agreed with me in 
this, and I have never seen him since, but I expect he is 
quietly settled down in his native haunts, possibly mar- 
ried, probably not, and given to relating long anecdotes 
of the strenuous life he led in the West. 


I often wonder by what philosophy the Remittance 
Man regulates his life. How does he regard the past’ 
Has he any plans for the future? He certainly has am- 
ple time for thought, as the purposeless, idle years roll! 
by. I think he must hold strongly to some creed of his 
own, for otherwise he would become infected by the 
spirit of restless energy around him. He seems a mis- 
placed, incongruous figure in this strong, virile land, yet 
this is where he most abounds. In some oldef country, 
in the midst of some effete and dying civilization, he 
would be in harmony with his surroundings, but In a 
new country there is no room for any but workers. We 
may admire and worship Omar Khayyam as he recliner 
among the roses of fragrant Naishapur, but we fee! that 
the Persian sage would be sadly out of place and worse 
than useless in the task of rebuilding San Francisco. 
And so it is with the Remittance Man. He is a charm- 
ing companion at the festive board, a doughty carpet 
knight at “pink teas” and the like, but he is not en- 
dowed by nature with the qualities of the frontiersman 
He drifts aimlessly hither and thither, a derelict on the 
Sea of Life, not without danger to the passing ships. 


He is generally looking for some congenial employ- 
ment, something light and lucrative, suited to his par- 
ticular bent. He seldom finds it, indeed, but he does not 
become despondent on that account, and plunge rashly 
into the first work that offers, as many less philosophic 
persons would do. “Everything comes to him who 
waits,” and the Remittance Man is a past master in the 
art of waiting. Like Mr. Micawber, he lives in daily 
expectation of something turning up. He was “born 
tired.”

The Remittance Man has always been, and will alway: 
remain, a mystery. The rules which govern the live: 
o1. other men do not apply to him. Their hopes an 
fears have no power to touch his sluggish soul. Lack 
ing that great incentive, the spur of necessity, remove: 
from the fear of want, and incapable of harboring ambi 
tion, enjoying without any effort of his own sufficien 
means to supply his own needs, he lives apart from hi 
fellows. Regret for the past. appreciation of the pres 
ent. hope for the ¢uture, he has none. Behind him, an: 
before, the years stretch out monotonous, profitiess, un 
broken. Distress and pleasure pass him by. As he ha 
never dared to taste the bitterness of defeat. so he ca’ 


never know the joy of victory.

OVEREDUCATION IN GERMANY. 

In Germany there is a strong movement against over- 
education of the masses. The complaint is that too 
many schools of various kinds exist and that education 
is made too accessible. The result is an “intellectual 
proletariat"—a large and growing class of educated 
men for whom there are no places in the professions and 
the various services of the state. The salaries or earn- 
ings of engineers, physicians, lawyers, teachers, archi- 
tects, and so on, have steadily decreased by reason of 
excessive competition or oversupply of the market. The 
teaching profession, in particular, is so congested that 
men have to walt years and years for permanent posi- 
tions, with the benefits connected with them. And it is 
a dact that this “intellectual proletariat” furnishes 
thousands of recruits to the social democracy, the party 
of discontent and radical ideas about social reorganiza- 
tion.

One of the favorite schemes advocated 
by the currency system reformers is the Federal bank 
idea, a plan for a great central institution, .something 
like the Bank of England, through which the affairs of 
the government may be transacted and relief accorded 
the money market in times of stress. It is to be a sort 
of financial life-saving station. 

Various lawmakers view the plan in various ways. 
The fact that it is not new is an interesting one to re- 
call at this time. Indeed the United States has had two 
other Federal banks in its history, although they are 
buried in the long past out of the recollection of all but 
the oldest of the older generations. 

But the buildings where the government did its own 
banking still stand as monuments to the system which

Finally he vetoed bills to recharter the bank at the ex- 
piration of its life in 1836.

It was in 1791 that Congress, chiefly through the ef- 
forts af Alexander Hamilton, first Secretary of the 
Treasury, authorized the establishment of the first Bank 
of the United States. 

Hamilton's original idea was to include the Bank of 
North America. which Robert Morris founded, in the 
Federal Constitution, but the lawmakers thought other- 
wise, and they chartered a new institution with a capi- 
tal of $10,000,000 to run for twenty years. Thomas Wil- 
ling, one time partner of Morris, was chosen president 
ff the bank. and the Institution fulfilled ite functions 
for the allotted time in the face of an agitation against 
it. Albert Gallatin, who was Secretary of the Treas- 


ury at the tim. of the War of 1812, was strongly in favor 
of Congress renewing its charter, but his advice was not 
heeded, and the bank passed into the hands of Stephen 


tirard, the great philanthropist and financier. Girard 
renamed it “The Bank of Stephen Girard,” and operated 
it as a private enterprise. It is still In existence under 
the same name. 

Need for a revival of the Federal bank was felt In 
1816, and Congress was prevailed upon to authorize a 


same year. It was around this institution that the great 
“bank war” raged for many years, and In which those 
two re™erkable men. Nicholas Biddle and Andrew Jack- | 
son, were the striking figures. | 

The second bank was capitalized at $35,000,000, and 
was to run twenty years. : 

As in the case of the first bank, Philadelphia was cho- | 
sen for its home, as the City of Brotherly Love was the 
financial center of the country in those days. 

The new bank occupied a magnificent marble build- 
ing on Chestnut street, above Fourth, now used as a 
customhouse and the subtreasury. In its vaults were 
six or seven millions of public money. Private deposits 
amounted to about six millions more. It, had outstand- 
ing about $12,000,000 of notes, which were as good a 
gold from Maine to Georgia. Indeed, they were worth | 
their face in specie in any foreign exchange house 1 
London, Paris, Calcutta or St. Petersburg. The annual 
profits of the Institution were more than $3,000,000. In 
the bank in Philadelphia 100 clerks were employed, wd 
it had twenty-five branches in various towns and - ‘ies 
of the Union, employing 400 or 500 more. Througtl ts 
agencies all the revenues of the national zovernment 
were received and disbursed. 

Nicholas Biddle, who bore at once the reputation of

Through North Africa. 


A JOURNEY TO THE SAHARA DEs- 
ERT BY AUTOMOBILE.

E crossed from Marseilles to Algiers, and after 
W twenty-four hours, there across before us rose 

the tall, snow-capped mountains of Kabylia. 
Our course, which had not been laid directly on the 
usual steamer track, led us for some hours along the 
coast, and as compensation for the greater amount of 
time consumed, we had the changing views of this lovely 
mountain range, and just at sundown a great white city 
on a hill came into view, with the fading light mellow- 


_ ing and illumining its towers, minarets and walls, and 


soon we were at Algiers. 

The city, aside from its superior situation, is not very 
interesting to travelers. It is a hybrid town which has 
taken its characteristics from its winter colony of quiet 
English, ¢rom its prosperous French colonists and offi- 
cials, and which still retains, of course, many charac- 
teristics of its native population. 

But to us, who entered its port for the purpose of 
making a tour by automobile through the parts of Al- 
geria and Tynisia, it was of the importance only of @ 
starting point. It was the end of January, and we 
found that we were in the midst of the rainy season, 
which had ruined many of the roads. 

Our first run was to Blida and the great Metidja Val- 
ley. The roads were the best we found and would com- 
pare very ¢davorably with the matchless roads of France, 
The way led through little colonial villages, each in a 
sense patterned upon the towns and villages of France, 
each having its little “place,’ its “hdtel de ville,” and 
perhaps a statue of some of the heroes of the Algerian 
conquest. 

The country is well improved, and great vineyards and 
fields of grain form attractive foregrounds to the tall 
Atlas Mountains that rise in the distance. Metidja is 
one of the richest and most fertile regions in the entire 
colony, but the improvements in the way of buildings 
and towns are no better than those to be found in any 
western American settlement of two years of age. 

Blida is a jumbled town, half colonial, half native, 
and does not seem to have been especially fortunate in 
the class it drew from either of the stocks. In the na- 
tive quarter are streets occupied by people of such 
viciousness that soldiers are kept stationed al] day and 
all night: and the colonials seemed to have been greatly 
influenced by their duskier neighbors. 

We returned to Algiers: then for days the rain again 
fell, and we were held in the city. But the clouds van- 
ished, the rain ceased, and as we had long been ready, 
we started. We carried three extra tires, six extra inner 
tubes, 110 liters of gasoline, and as many supplies of all 
kinds as we had room dor. There were five of us in 
the auto. We traveled in a fifteen horse-power machine 
which we found quite strong enough for the hardest 
climbs and worst roads we encountered. 

We left in the afternoon for the great Kabylia. For 
several kilometers our way led over a well-paved road, 
but we came to the end of the pavement, and the fine 
weather simultaneously, and bumped off into mud sev- 
eral inches deep at the same time that a driving rain 
began. 

The roads were well lined with great carts bearing 
heavy loads to market with donkeys, and caravans 
driven by Arabs, sullen and sulky, and often it was nec- 
essary to stop and explain to them the danger we en- 
countered by attempting to pass on the sloping sides of 
the road, before they would give room. 

Soon the rain increased in force, and it was not long 
until we had the road to ourselves, and as the clouds 
settled about us. we were compelled to move very care- 
fully, as we could not see a hundred yards, and, owing 
to our enforced slow locomotion, because af the mud and 
the rain, the darkness overtook us enroute. And with 
the falling of darkness came such a rain as may have 
happened at the time of the flood. 

The impact of the water hurt. It rained our acetylene 
lights out. and made it almost impossible to see through 
our lunettes, and wholly impossible to see without them. 
And thus we came to Tiziuzu, where we found a colo- 
nist’s hotel full of colonists, Kabyles, and roupe of 
wandering showmen from France 

Tiziuzu is the capital of Kabylia and the chief market 
town af the Kabyles. who are among the most interest- 
ing races to be found in Northern Africa. This race is 
an offshoot from Showtlah, or the ancient Berbu nation. 
It is supposed that they withdrew from their ancestral 
stock more than 2000 years ago, and mingled with the 
remnants of Phoenician, Greek and Roman colonies, and 
thus became in a sense a new people. It is ,anown also 
that much Vanda! blood wae later introduced into the 
tribe, and at a later time they mingled to some extent 
with the Arabs vho came in the days of the great inva- 
sion. 

Blue eyes and fair hair a-- often seen among them, In- 
heritances from the Vandals, or, perhaps, from the 
many fugitives from Europe. The Kabyles are Moham- 
medans, but not polygamists. They are noted above all 
other North African people for their industry, economy 
and love of liberty: and until they were conquered by 
the French, among the last of the Algerian people to be 
subdued. They had remetned for centuries as indepen- 
dent communities. Sometimes some Mohammedan bey 
claimed sovereignty over them, and occasionally their 
outlying villages were marauded, but their country of 
great Kabylia was never really conquered, and for cen- 
turles they have dwelt in their picturesque country of 
great Kabylia, tilling the soil, planting olives, figs, and 
cork oats, rearing small flocks, hunting in the great 
forests, and neither ascending nor retrograding in the 
scale of civilization 


} creatures, lazily i cding upon the mountainside. 


Twenty centuries into the great silence since they 
were first described by travelers, and they remain today 
as they were then. They have been lauded by travelers, 
historians and poets, as models dor all who believed in 
simple, pastoral Arcadian life. But in fact the Kabyles 
are very unclean, very sullen, very morose, very igno- 
rant, very bigoted and superstitious, and not always to 
be trusted in their dealings. 

They dwell in huts that are no better than pig styes 
or cattle sheds, and indeed, their sheep and goats and 
cows often share the same roof and room with them. 
They are monogamous, but their women—perhaps tak- 
ing advantage of this and of their privilege of going un- 
veiled—are proverbially immoral. To their great credit, 
it may be said that they are very industrious. From 
his small and often stony field the Kabyle farmer, with a 
few primitive tools and the aid of a donkey or two, will 
wrest a livelihood: his patient children will pass the 
long day in guarding his little flock and herd, and his 
wife weaves ceaselessly in the bare hut at home. His 
elder daughter may go to Algiers or Constantine, paint 
her eyebrows, stain her nails with henna, and disport 
herself in dances for stipends before camel drivers and 
Jew tradesmen and French soldiers and chance tourists. 
But when the wrinkles of age begin to come, she will 
return to her native village, give her savings to the 
man that will marry her, and her life to rearing chil- 
dren, grandchildren and weaving haiks. 

Every Kabyle village is a kind of republic, although 
many villages are often joined by voluntary federations, 
each village ruled by a chief; but the chief knows from 
twenty centuries of tradition that those of the ruled are 
as sharply defined as those of the rulers, and that a bul- 
let or a knife would end his sway if he attempted en- 
croachment, and now nearly all of the chiefs are hold- 
ing commissions and drawing pay from the French gov- 
ernment, which is wise enough withal to leave to the 
Kabyles as many of their ancient customs as is possible. 

We visited the market next morning, it being one of 
the principal market days of the year. Kabyles had 
come from all the surrounding country, and gathered in 
great crowds at the muddy market place. 

They were a silent, moody lot, al) with dirty, trailing 
robes, sandaled feet and bare legs. There were oxen 
at the market, cows, donkeys, sheep, and stalls filled 
with all the necessaries and luxuries of Kabyle life, and 
much trading and bickering went on. But it was all 
very dreary. They only know that Mohammed is the 
mouthpiece of God, and that neither God nor Moham- 
med loves the unbelievers over the sea, and they know 
that coffee is higher since the French have come, and 
will not bother their heads about the crazy nations be- 
yond the sea which prate of progress. 

We went through the heart of great Kabylia, om the 
road to the sea, and were favored by clouds breaking, 
before we had gone many miles. We were in the moun- 
tains, passing quaint villages that were perched upon 
the very mountain crests and looked like great ant 
heaps built of stone of the same color as the moun- 
tains themselves. 

The automobile was a strange sight to these people, 
and the noise of the horn was enough to send al! the 
children, and often the elders as well, scampering away. 

In the afternoon we dropped down and down from our 
great height unti]) we came to the great valley of the 
Sahel, and were again in a country of fields, farms and 
good roads, and before long were at the port of Bougie, 
with its magnificent surroundings. 

The next morning, under a blue sky, we skirted the 
beautiful Bay of Bougie, and for some hours we climbed 
steadily upward. We passed numerous donkey caravans, 
bearing goods to the sea at Bougie. We here met the 
first caravans we had seen which had made their slow 
and tedious way from the desert. 

We came upon a band of Algerian apes—great, hairy 
They 
were frightened by ¢ automobile, and scampered to 
places of safety. The only thing in the great pass that 
reminded us of Europe or of civilization was the splen- 
did French road, that was cut out to dacilitate the pas- 
sage of troops. All else was of Africa. 

At the end of the great pass we lunched at a dreary 
little village, and then went bowling along over the 
high plateau toward the south. An hour before the 
setting of the sun, there rose out of the plain a great, 
walled city with high towers and great gates, and 
strange-appearing horsemen, and soldiers with banners 
and bugles, rode in and out. We had come to Setif, the 
city that is the great keeper of the roads. Setif is a 
modern town built. upon the site of a ruined town vy 
the French as a military post. As it is at the junction 
of several of the great country roads, a large garrison of 
both French and native troops are kept there: and as 
the place is a convenient station on the great high- 
ways, and is also surrounded by a good agricultural and 
grazing country. it has become a thriving commercial 
town as well. 

From Setif there is a good road to Constantine, being 
a part of the great high road from Algiers to Tunis. It 
is almost jievel, and after a fine run we saw a beautiful 
picture arising on the horizon before us—a city set 
upon a hill, crowned with the walls and towers of a 
fortress: and with great gorges in the rock all about it, 
while the sunlight, reflected from it spires and minarets, 
and illumining the blue and yellow of its ancient walls, 
made it seem like a mirage city. It was Constantine, 
one of the most picturesque and most interesting places 
in North Africa, more distinctively oriental than Al- 
giers. 

Next morning we set out across the great plateau for 
the Sahara. Our way led through a dreary land with 
few inhabitants, and marked sometimes with great salt 
lakes, upon whose banks weird storks and cranes dis- 
ported themselves, and where encampments of ragged 
and stolid Bedouins were found. 

We lunched at Batna, perhaps the most unlovely place 
in all Algeria. But the roads were good, the wind was 
favorable, and by good luck and hard driving. we were 
able to break the record, at least, of that year, and we

A call upon alighting or departing that is 
more difficult of classification as it has variations both 
in the manner of pronouncing it and the circumstances 
under which it is used. When only a few birds are 
there, it is rolled out quite amicably; then again it is — 
the tune to which some one is brushed off his holding.

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PERSONAL REMINISCENCES 
FORMER AMERICAN CONSUL. 


From London Daily Mail. 


HE Kaiser is perhaps the most misunderstood mon- 


T arch that ever wielded a scepter. When crowned, 
the world saw in him youth, boldness, energy, and 


frankness. Any one of these qualities—virtues, all of 


them—was sufficient to shake its confidence; combinet, 
they fastened upon kim a false reputation, which age 
and success seem unable to destroy. Within two short 
years of being half a century old, and after a peaceful, 
progressive reign of almost twenty years, the Emperor 
is still spoken of as an “impetuous young map.” 


He took the helm from the hands of Bismarck, and 
few can appreciate now with what amazement and dis- 
mal dorebodings the German nation heard that news. 
But what is the record? No wars came—no, not even 
rumors of war. Within two years he made with Russia 
one of the greatest commercial treaties of recent times; 
another, very advantageous to the German manufacturer, 
was arranged with the United States. France was pla- 
cated; the Triple Alliance more firmly welded; techni- 
cal schools, which form the foundation of the country’s 


his friendly and critical supervision; and the army 

seemed to have been revisited by the spirit of the Great 

Frederick himself. 

In all history it would be difficult to find a parallel to 
the rapid and substantial progress made by Germany 
during the past twenty years; yet the world at large 
persistently withholds its praise from the one controll- 
ing personality to whom this success is primarily due. 
And here it may be well to confess that in the begin- 
ning (and I spent five years in Germany as United States 
Congul,) I, too, shared the public prejudice, which, in 
my case, was confirmed by occasional glimpses of this 
proud and austere-looking Kaiser as he rolled by in 
state processions. Later I learned that the stern looks 
of the Emperor, his independent judgment, and the firm 
opinions that are always so incisively expressed, do not 
sprin~ from any paltry vanity or conceit, but are the 
ripe fruit of a lofty soul and a brilliant mind. 

I saw him in the autumn of 1894, in the Palace of 
Breslau. The occasion was the unveiling of the monv- 
ment of the old Emperor William in that ancient Prus- 
sian town on the borderland of Russia. Seventy thous- 
and of the finest troops in the German army were to 
march next day in review before the imperial guests, 
the Czar and Czarina of Russia. In addition to the 
suites of the two Emperors their leading ministers were 
there, besides hundreds of the veteran officers who had 
distineuished themselves in the Austrian and Franco- 
Prussian wars. It is said that the three-day festivities 
on that occasion have never since been equaled in gran- 
deur or brilliancy. 

After the banquet the cuests disposed themselves by 
groups in the main reception-room, and it was then that 
one saw the Kaiser in his natural mood. His formal 
and formidable air had disappeared and was replaced by 
the friendly, genial, and even jovial, demeanor of the 
wholesouled comrade. 

He would pass quietly from one group of officers to 
another, who, seeming to have imbibed the spirit of 
their Emperor, greeted him in like friendly and informal 
manner. Every now and then an animated discussion 
would arise, in which all seemed to participate on the 
self-same level. But although the Pmperor withheld al! 
semblance of official authority during these impromptu 
discussions, it was plainly evident to the most casual ob- 
server that in ideas and In argument it was he who pre- 
vailed by sheer intellectual power. 

At the appointed hour the consuls were formally pre- 

sented to His Majesty. The Russian Consul was cor- 
dially greeted in a few happy phrases in French, and 
passed on: the French Consul In like manner, and in the 
same tongue: the Austrian Consul was greeted frater- 
nally in the German language, and he, too, passed 
quickly by. The American Consul was then presented, 
and also essayed to pass in the same formal way. But 
ne found himself quietly—almost imperceptibly—de- 
tained. It was not that any special compliment was in- 
tended either for the consul himself >r for the country 
he represented. The Emperor avails himself of oppor- 
tunities to discuss and investigate whatever topic »e 
may be interested in at the moment. He has never been 
to the United States, and on this occasion was anxious 
to discuss certain phases xf that country’s affairs with 
one of her citizens. 
- During the few minutes that followed it was amazing 
to notice the ¢und of accurate information which the 
Emperor possessed about ‘he various States. An ex- 
tract or two from that spirited conversation will convey 
a clearer idea of his ready ‘uformation than could any 
kind of description. It must be understood that the con- 
versation was entirely spor’ -eov since it was impos- 
sible for the Emperor to have had any intimation of the 
meeting before ‘t actually took lace. 

In answer to His \.ajesty’s question as to what State

pers some twelve years ago, sald: “The German Em- 
peror is far from being perfect, but even his bitterest 
enemy is yet to be found who will say that in all his 
dealings, both private and public, at home and with the 
treaty-making powers of other lands, there has ever 
been even the slightest question as to his absolute hon- 
esty and manly courage.” FREDERICK OPP.

Garden Changes.

stored in a cool, dry place until April 
sible. @ their room is more desirable than their pres- 
ence, to so store clumps of goldenrod, goldenglow and 
other vigorous, free-rooting perennials. Do not be “snip- 
ping off the ends of branches on deciduous shrubs that 
are now dormant or becoming so, or you will rob the 
plants of the best of their spring's crop of bloom; they 
should be pruned only immediately after flowering. 
Neither prune any plant or vine that is very tender, for 
the frost may do it for you, and the growth so injured 
may protect the balance of the plant from injury or 
death during a very cold epell. 

More Bamboos Needed. 

Few plants lend such a delicate tropical grace to the 
house surroundings as one or more clumps of bamboo, 
nor are such plantations at all out of place in more re- 
mote situations. The richest and most tropical vegeta- 


‘tion should always be nearest the dwelling, especially 


plants of dignified and formal growth like the palms,

in dul! sun. Care and water supply also have much 
fo do with the necessity for sliade.

one must breed ¢rom the eggs of early layers. There is | 


no policy in keeping and breeding from light layers for 
market purposes. In breeding from layers there will 
be plenty of meat specimens in the cockerels and un- 
comely, and in the pullets tardy in beginning to lay. 
With a well-kept flock, the promising pullets all begin 
to lay within a few weeks of each other Only the un- 
usually fine feathered pullets should be coddled after 
the masses are laying. It does often happen that finest 
of feathers do not go with utility, and as much profit 
comes of a dancy bird as from a utility bird. There are 
plenty of indifferent birds for meat.

PLAIN LIVING AND HIGH THINKING OF THE PEO- 
PLE OF ICELAND, 


[Nationa] Geographical Magazine:] Iceland is, as 
William Morris said, “the Greece of the north.” It pro- 
duced in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries a literature 
unparalleled after Rome before the golden age of Eng- 
land and France, in character drawing, in passionate 
dramatic power, in severe, noble simplicity, in grim hu- 
mor. All the characters of the Sagas live and move to- 
day. Every hill and headland and valley in the isiand 
is full of their presence. The Icelander of today knows 
them by heart. It is as i every Englishman, from pav- 
to king, knew Shakespeare's historical piays 4D 
could retell them more or less in his or her own words. 
It has kept the national tongue alive through evil] times. 
It has preserved the language almost untouched by time 
and foreign intercourse. 


Nowhere is the contrast between man and his sur- 
roundings so glaring as in Iceland Buried in snow and 
darkness, deprived of every comfort, living on rancid 
| butter and dried fish, drinking sour whey and milk, 

dressed like his servants, seeking in a little boat his 
| food,- yet a cultured mind, possessing ap intimate know!- 
edge not only of the history of his owu country, but of 
Greece and Rome; a poet fond of throwing off satires, 
intellectually and morally the equal of his European 
| guest, considering himself your equal and refusing to 
be ordered about by a rich Englishman, owner of sev- 
eral square miles of land and hundreds of sheep, with a 
pedigree going further back than that ot his visitor; a 
jack of all trades, a blacksmith in his smithy, boat- 
builder and carpenter, an artist in filigree work, a carver 
in wood, an eager reader in books, he has universal edu- 
cation up to the degree to which it is useful for a man. 


There are no schools in Iceland, yet every child at 12 
can read, according to the parish statistics. In no coun- 
try in Europe are so many books printed and sold, in 
proportion to the population. A population of only 76,- 
000, scattered in many hamlets, has twelve printing 
presses, the earliest being established as far back as 
1530; about 100 books annually, fourteen newspapers and 
eight periodicals are produced to satisfy the literary 
needs of this little nation. 


Yet this literary people still live in a pastoral and 
Homeric civilization, which is a modern lesson of the 
healthfulness of human life lived in close contact with 
the free, wild life of nature, such as would have delighted 
the heart. of “Rousseau or Thoreau.’ As a proof that this 
life is healthy, I give the example of a clergyman who 
died four years ago 113 years eld, having managed to 
live all his days healthy and happy on £30 ($150) a year, 
the average stipend in the Icelandic church.

THE EARLY TELEGRAPH, 

Long before Prof. 5. F. FE Morse had perfected his 
great invention the word “telegraph” was used for a 
sort of semaphore. In the French revolution a “tele- 
graph,” assisted by telescopes, was devised to carry news 
over immense distances. Forty years before this time, 
however, there was published the first detailed scheme 
for communication by means of electricity. It is out- 
lined in a letter\to the Scots Magazine, written on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1753¢from Renfrew and signed “C. M.” This 
suggestion was to transmit a “charge from the conduc- 


| tor of an electrical machine at the sending station along 


an insulated wire to the receiving machine, the presence 
of the charge being indicated by the behavior of a light 
pith ball or the passage of a spark.” Each letter of the 
alphabet was to have a separate wire, so that any word

so investigating native walnut and pecan plantings in 
furtherance of the control of walnut blight. The sta- 
tion has already obtained a ¢ew very promising kinds 
under observation or growing in its own ground. The 
management is also experimenting with resistants for 
grafting, and also the working over of old trees. One 
large grower at Rivera thinks that the blight may be 
mitigated and possibly controlled by the fertilization. 
He is experimenting along that line very successfully, it 
is claimed, though his theory is not in accordance with 
the accepted ideas as to the cause of this fatal malady. 
The Whittier station is also experimenting with fertili- 
zers, as Prof. Smith does not wish to neglect any pos- 
sible avenue toward the solution of our walnut troubles. 
Prof. Ramsey has been all over the State looking into 
conditions, studying varieties and getting a State-wide 
view of the walnut industry, for it is becoming a matter 
of duture trial in many sections not heretefore classed 

as in the walnut belt.

Off-Flowering Oranges. 
HE question is often asked: “Why do oraage trees 
bear two crops of fruit the same season?” 
This habit is not conducive to the production of first- 
class fruit, for the off-crop never comes to proper ma- 
turity, and interferes with the development of the regu- 
lar crop. No doubt seasoned conditions cause this phe- 
nomenon in our orange groves. At the same time there 
are some fruits that no vicissitude of soil action or 
season will cause any growth but that of the regular an- 
nual crop. If we go far back to the nativity of the or- 
ange we find a variety under culture that yields two 
regular crops of oranges each year; the blossoms o§ 


March yield ripe fruit in December, and the flowers | 


of July mature their fruit in March or April. To pre- 
vent exhaustion, only alternate fruiting ts allowed. The 
habit of two fruitings every year has become dormant, 
no doubt, with the varieties descended from the original 
type tn India, and only shows itself when some tfMmusual 
influence comes over a tree In a California grove. I 
know of no preventive of double-cropping, only it is 
certainly controllable to some extent by evenness of tree 
treatment. 

The orange is perhaps the longest-lived fruit tree, with 
the possible exception of the olive, and it reaches ex- 
treme old age in much better physical shape than the 
olive. It is not a dwarfish tree, even when compared 
with the lesser forest trees. The oldest known orange 
tree is now over 450 years of age, and the largest tree 
over four feet in diameter. Should our local groves 
live this long and grow to this age they will present a 
veritable jungle to the decendants of éur growers. It B 
not probable that they will be allowed to stand in orch- 
ard form for fidty years, however, as it would pay to re- 
new them before reaching that age.

HE trans-continental freight bureau in Supplement 
No. 2 to eastbound special tariff No. S. R. 957, an- 
pounces effective December 10, the following estimated 
weights for citrus fruits.

It 
has proved invaluable to farmers who have fields that 
are washing away or are getting so full of gullies that 
they are impassable for darm machinery. Properly han- 
died, Bermuda will do more toward saving the fertility 
of the hillside farms of Oklahoma that are washing away 
year by year than any other agency that we can make 
use of. Roadsides and fence corners, now given up to 
unsightly weeds that serve as breeding grounds from 
which whole neighborhoods are infested, could be made 
both beautiful and useful by having them sodded to Ber- 
muda. Strangely enough, Bermuda will not only stand 
a surprising amount of drouth, but it is also well 
adapted to overflow or marshy land. It has been known 
to withstand an overflow of more than two weeks’ du- 
ration without being seriously affected, and thousands 
of acres of Oklahoma land now lying idle could be made 
to yield a handsome profit if they were in Bermuda.— 
{Arkansas Homestead.

Many of its objects, as 
advocated by Everett, have been unreasonable, and sure 
to fail from the start, as, for instance, the plan to hold 
back the potato crop, regardless of the yield, in America 
or Europe, a plan which if carried out would have caused 
| disaster to all concerned. Fortunately no serious at- 
| tempt of this kind appears to have been made. It re-

HE popularity of the Golden Self-blanching celery 
has induced some seed growers to look for a com- 
panion variety with white stalks. The result is the 
Silver Selé-blanching celery. I tried it last summer for 
the first time. 

For me it was thrifty, but uneven. It was not as 
productive as the Golden Self-blanching. The stalks 
were longer but less meaty, and there were not so many 
of them. It kept green, so was banked up and blanched 
in the usual manner, but was slow in becoming fit for 
use. If it is self-blanching it .would be interesting to 
' know what kind is not, for it was about as slow to 
| blanch as the varieties with lesser pretensions. But a 
| further test will be necessary to prove its real value.—

St. John’s Brod Tree. 


NUMBER of German families have recently settled 
in the Escondido Valley, and are on the lookout con- 
tinually for good locations for friends. A few days ago 
three Germans stopped at the home of Rev. R. L. Vick- 
ers, near the upper end of the valley, to look over it 
with an idea of investing. Their attention was called 
to a handsome tree in the yard, which Mrs. Vickers 
called a “Palestine tree.” The ground beneath it was 
covered with pods of a dark chocolate color and about 
five or six inches long by an inch wide and halé an inch 
| thick. The Germang instantly recognize. it as a locust 
tree, known and highly prized in Germany as St. John’s 
| Brod tree. The pods with which the ground was lit- 
tered and the branches hanging full are the same edible 
locust pods on which St. John the Baptist subsisted in 
the wilderness of Judea.

A Remarkable Pecan Tree. 
HILE it is never safe to draw general con- 
clusions from a single tree or a single specimen, 
yet an individua] pecan or any other fruit or nut tree 
of remarkable productivity is always interesting. 

We generally associate heavy pecan crops drom indil- 
vidual trees with the alluvial bottom lands of Texas or 
Louisiana or somewhere. else in the lower South.

A Physician on Medicai Practice. 


J. RODERMUND, M.D., of Milwaukee is a radi- 

cal “regular” physician, who sees the truth, and 

“has dor years devoted much of his time and tal- 

ent to exposing the errors, shortcomings and malprac- 

tices of the medical fraternity. In the Medical Brief 

(St. Louis) Dr. Rodermund had for twelve months a 

series of illuminating articles, to which reference has 

previously been made here. He has spent a small for- 

tune in this thankless work during the past twenty 

years, during which time the medical profession has de- 

vised many schemes to discredit him and his teaching 
before the public. 

The articles contributed to the Medical Brief, with 
twice as much extra matter, have been gathered by Dr. 
Rodermund in the form of a book, which he has enti- 
tled “As It Is.” The book is at once sensational and 
conservative, because, had Dr Rodermund so chosen, 
he might have said much more, and still have remained 
strictly within the bounds of truth. 

The author declares that too often beliefs and educa- 
tion are mistaken for knowledge. He says: 


“Did you ever stop to think that if it were not for the 
men in the past who have been pronounced crazy and 
cranks you would be slaves today, instead of being a free 
people, enjoying the fruits and labors of those who had 
been abused in their time?

Dr. Rodermund says he has wituessed thirty-four op- | 
erations for appendicitis, but has never yet seen a dis- | 
eased appendix. He declares that nothing can ever en- 
ter the appendix from the gut. that the disease is prac- 
tically always colitis, leading to peritonitis, and that in 
extreme instances it may extend to the appendix. Those 
who have lost their appendix. he declares, will thence- 
forth have ill-conditioned bowels—alternate constipa- 
tion and diarrhoea. 


Dr. Rodermund declares that no tmpurities, poisons or 
germs can be taken into the blood or system from our | 
This one sentence alone, he declares. ab- 
solutely overthrows every fundamental principle taught 
and believed by the public and orthodox physicians for 
centuries, a teaching that has cost more lives than all 
crimes and wars. He has experimented upon seventeen 
people, between the ages of 15 and 30 years, but in no 
instance could a case of consumption, scarlet fever. 
smallpox or typhoid dever be produced. He has ex- 
perimented, not with scientific cultures of poison. but 
with the genuine stuff, directly from the patients. 

In regard to the circulation of the blood. Dr. Roder- 
mund says: 

“The accepted doctrine that the heart is a pump, and | 
by its muscular contraction and of the arteries propels | 
the blood throughout the body, is erroneous, absurd and 
an absolute physical impossibility. The human body | 
has often been likened to a machine, but in reality jt is 
a machine shop, full of machines, each one of these ma- 
chines having a particular duty to perform. All of the 
machines in this human machine shop are kept in run- 
ning order, and linked together, so as to run by one 
center, by one power or force. . The function of 
the heart, of propelling the blood, is to regulate, to dis- 
tribute it to the arteries as demanded, and not to cir- 
culate the blood: otherwise, its functions would be 
chaos.” 

Dr. Rodermund publishes ten Indictments against the 
medical profession, of which these are six: 

“Vaccination is the Prince of Frauds and a Crime. It 
is in every instance injurious and murderous in its con- 
sequences, and it never has prevented nor never can 
prevent a case of smallpox. This [I can positively prove 
and demonstrate. 

“No disease of whatever nature, name or kind, ever 
was or ever can be contracted or spread from one person 
to another by contagion. Most physicians of experience 
are satisfied that it is all a humbug and imposition, but 
gall, fleece, impose, deceive and keep the public fright- 
ened and privately laugh at them. This can be posi- 
tively proven to be true.” 

“Quarantine is absolutely wrong. It is barbarous and 
inhuman. and costs the taxpayers millions of dollars. 
Few health officers even believe that it fs beneficial. 
Pest-houses are an abomination, and should be dis- 
pensed with.” 

“Germs or microbes are not the cause of disease. 
They cannot be demonstrated to cause disease in a single 
instance in the condition and environments man liyes 
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and an imposition. The present medical fallacies have 
diverted the people from paying attention to the com- 
mon-sense methods of prevention of disease, and there- 
fore the medical profession is a menace, and not a bene- 
fit to the public on the whole, under these conditions the 
public would be better off if no physician would exist.” 

“The appendicitis operation is one of the foulest of 
crimes, unnecessary in every instance, and the operators 
know that to be true.” 

“Prominent surgeons are unnecessarily unsexing our 
mothers and daughters, just for the fees. Surgeons will 
induce and attempt to bribe the general practitioner by 
telling him to find a necessity for an operation in their 
female patients, and send them to the city for the oper- 
ation, and divide the fees.” 

The author declares that “State prison never held 
three men that have done so much harm by their fclse 
teachings and education as Koch, Pasteur and Lister. 
He adds: 

“There are perhaps no other men who stand much 
higher in the estimation of the medical profession than 
these three. Whether these three men were sincere or 
not makes little difference, for the ruinous results to hu- 
manity are the same. But worst of all are the thous- 
ands among the medical profession who have by their 
observation and experience satisfied themselves that 
the teachings of these three men is the foulest rot in 
hell's dominion, yet cling to them like a bulldog to a 


tramp’s trousers, and when closely covered will say: — 


‘It's a good thing for business.’

That germs are the cause of consumption, Dr. Roder- 
mund declares is “infamy incarnate.” He adds that his 
inquiries among medical men upon these questions has 
convinced him that there is only a small percentage 
among the profession who really believe in the present 
medical fads and humbuggery. 

There are two causes which produce all the diseases 
that man. is heir to. Dr. Rodermund states these as 
follows: 

“Epidemics are due to two great general causes. 

“Five words tell it all, the air and our acts. 

“1. The Air—By the action of atmospheric condi- 
tions such as cold, damp, hot, impure, stagnant, unelec-

trified air, and air pressure upon various functions of 


the body. 

“9 Our Own Acts—By violating the law of balance 
by what I designate the ‘Big Four’—sleeping, working, 
eating and breathing.” 

He adds: 

“The effect of these two causes upon the human body 
is excessive loss of energy, excessive accumulation, ex- 
cessive production of waste products, by the action of 
the air closing the pores of the skin, and causing gradual 
accumulations of this waste matter. This waste product 
may accumulate by excesses produced by our own acts, 
or the combination of both, which when combined form 
certain conditions we call disease. Sometimes a defi- 
ciency in one or more of these products and the excess 
of others will result in a certain kind of a disease. Dis- 
eases. as a rule, have derived their names from the 


manner in which they manifest themselves. For in- 


stance. the conditions manifested in yellow fever, small- 
pox and scarlet fever have given them their names.” 

The word “contagion,” he declares, must be discarded 
from the English language, and adds: 

“When the systematic poisons or waste products be- 
come excessive or accumulate in the glands or other or- 
gans to a certain degree, nature takes the helm in her 
own hands and for s their elimination by either burn- 
ing them up, throwin, them upon the surface, or by 
killing the patient in the effort. It can be eas-

HE London Lancet -riticises, as “drastic and antl- 
grt a statute recently framed by the Legislature 
of Indiana, the preamble of which reads as follows: 
“‘Heredity plays a most important part in the transmis- 
sion of crime, idiocy and imbecility." The enacting 


clanee of the law provides that two skilled surgeons of | 


recognized ability shall examine the confirmed criminals, 
idiots, imbeciles, and perpetrators of crimes of violence 
against women. If, in the judgment of the experts and 
the board of managers, ‘procreation is unadvisable and 
there is no probability of improvement of the mental 
condition,” it shall be Incumbent upon the experts to 
perform: such a surgical operation as will answer the 
purpose of the new law. ‘But this operation shal! not 
be performed except in cases that have been pronounced 
unimprovable.’ In no ease shall the consultation fee be 
more than $3 for each expert.” 

The Lancet believes this piece of legislation is 
fraueht with grave peril. There is doubtless good 
ground for action on part of society to prevent those 


who are aftogether unfit. either mentally, morally or 
physically, rom propacating their species, and thus in- 
volving additional burdens on society, which Is alto- 


gether overtaxed in caring for imbeciles, criminals and 
invalids. To invest a decision as to such drastic action 
on two members of the medical fraternity who are will- 
ing to express their opinions at $3 per, does not, how- 
ever, look good to the editor.

Look over the 
printed question lists of most States and you wil! not 
find 20 per cent. of the questions practical. It has 
reached a period that a physician who has been years in 
practice cannot move to another State on account of 
these examining boards. This often works great hard- 
ship on men who, on account of failing health or the 
health of some member of their family, wish to go 
West or South to escape the severe winters of the east- 
ern or middle states, but find they are barred from prac- 
tice by a political board often not containing a single 
member as well qualified as the applicant, or having a 
man on it who could pass the examination himself. Let 
us stop talking nonsense about keeping out the in- 
competent and protecting’ the dear people. We are 
simply getting on the basis of the plumbers’ union, and 
want to shut out competition.” 

The entire present system of medical legislation is 
doomed. The medicos shouldj read the handwriting on 
the wall.

Onions. 


NEW YORK dispatch comments on the death of an 
Irishwoman at the age of 108 years and four months. 
She is said to have ascribed her longevity to her habit 
of eating onions at every meal, and her refusal to worry 
about anything. She never tasted medicine 

In this case, it may remain a doubt whether Mrs. Gil- 
ligan’s long life was due more to her habit of eating on- 
ions or to her neal a of worry. Both are undoubt- 


edly wholesome habit# As to onions, they possess some 
peculiar quality which so far has not been detected by 
the chemist. The onion contains much less of the or- 
ganic salts than any other of the eleven vegetables men- 
tioned in Otto Carqué’s table, having only 29.10 parts in 
a thousand, the next lowest being potatoes, with 44.20. 
There must, therefore, be something that can't be caught 
in the laboratory. 

To obtain the full value of onions, the young roots 
should be eaten raw. Large onions, baked, are, however, 
an excellent thing for supper. They tend to promote 
sleep. In England, they frequently make a supper of a 
big Spanish onion, commonly sold at the grocery stores. 
They are baked in milk. These onions are very sweet, 
and have little of the distinctive onion flavor. It is a 
wonder that they are not more grown in Southern Cali- 
fornia, where we have the climate of Spain. The best 
way to cook onions, however, is to bake them in their 
skins. 

It is said that the Empress Eugenie attributed to some 
extent her remarkably fine complexion to the eating of 
a raw onion before breakfast. That is a dose that many 
would not like to take. Some women object to their 
husbands eating onions at the last meal of the day. In 
that case they may be eaten at noon. Anyhow, eat on- 
ions, and eat them frequently. They will do you good. 
Never fried, however. Fried onions are n.@., like all 
other fried food. 

An Underground City.
